ANCESTRY IN ART, 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—In your very interesting artioie on the 
recent. discovery of ancient architecture in 
Egypt you say: “It now ten that the 
Doric column was no such brilliant innovation 
as our historians supposed.' J should like to 
emphasise the attention which your comment 
draws to the common error of —- that 
the ancient races attained great skill and high 
imagination by some gift of spontaneous in- 
spiration, rather than as the result of the 
experiment and the accumulative experience 
of preceding generations.. In his recently 

ublished book, ‘‘ The Art Treasures of Edin- 
bes h,” Mr. W. G. Blaikie-Murdoch speaks 
of the various suggested origins of Celtic art, 
and says: ‘‘ There is small likelihood that the 
very source of the formula will yet be traced ; 
for has not the oldest thing its ancestry ?’’ 

If we reflect a moment it is evident that. 
whatever the age in which we find traces of 
skilled craftsmanship or a finely developed art, 
centuries of endeavour have preceded it. 
Mankind has never, in any age or place, 
achieved fine artistry without long apprentice- 
ship. Generations of craftsmen, producing 
illuminated manuscripts of! increasing merit, 
must have preceded the wonderful excellence 
of the Book of Kells. Centuries of building 
endeavour must have led, along a definite line 
of development, to the architectural splendour 
of Greece. The masterpiece invariably harks 
back to primitive origin through a long line of 
ancestors. 

It is good to know that we have made an 
important step. in tracing the ancestry of the 
Parthenon—and, incidentally, of our Dublin 
Pro-Cathedral, Can our Trish antiquaries give 
us no clue to the remote forbears of the Book

Mr. Walsh also moved to add a further 
new sub-section as follows :—

committee consider it necessary the same member 
may be appointed to any two or all three of these

Mr. Walsh said that the great argument in 
favour of abolishing district councils was that 
they were jobbing and passing resolutions. 
He did not agree with the statement that 
jobbery had gone on, but. perhaps, they had 

It should 
be remembered, however, that the present 
district F gecer were elected in abnormal 
times and, perhaps, for an abnormal] pur 
The great dbieeh ol the elections was i” ois 
English rule impossible in Ireland, and he 
should say that the district councils and other 
public bodies did make English rule in Ireland 
impossible. When the public bodies were 
primarily elected for that purpose, it was very 
unfair that they should be dissolved now 
when they had achieved their purpose. It 
was very unfair to hold members of public 
bodies guilty of sins that were connived at in 
the past. 


THE DAIL’S SINS. 


He was of opinion that those who were 
without sin should be the people to cast the 
first stone, and he added that the Dail was 
not immaculate. Had its members not been 
guilty of abnormal sins? None of them was 
immaculate, and it was now very unfair that 
stones should be cast at the district councils. 
He then proceeded to declare that there 
were certain gentlemen in the Government 
casting stones at the district councils, but he 
asked why these people did not allow a new 
election to proceed. Time after time the local 
elections had\been adjourned on account of 
the action of the Government. He believed 
that if there was a new election the rate- 
payers would elect a good type of person, not 
the class of persons that would be elected by 
silly, giggling girls of 21 years of age and of 
boys of the same age. The argument that the 
new members of district councils would be 
wild and extravagant men was without any 
foundation, as the ratepayers would see that 
none but responsible people were returned. If 
they allowed the district councils to be 
abolished, then it would follow that the 
county councils would also be abolished, and 
paid Commissioners put in their places. 

Mr. P. O'Flynn (Limerick) agreed that 
locally elected bodies should not be abolished. 
Local people knew the local needs, and 
locally elected bodies did an enormous amount 


of 5 work. ; 

Mr. T. Burgess (Carlow), while expressing 
agreement with the motion, said that the 
Local Government Bill had not been intro- 
duced by the Government with any vindic- 
tive motives. He seconded the view that 
locally elected bodies had done good work, 


IRISH PUBLIC BOARDS. 


Mrs. Sheehy-Skeffington said that the sug- 
gestion to abolish locally elected bodies was 
but the predecessor of the abolition, wherever 
possible of elected bodies throughout the 
country. She was of opinion that the beauro- 
cracy in charge of affairs at the present was 
showing to the world that Ireland was un- 
fitted Soe self-government. She added that 
she had some experience of work on public 
boards, and she was of opinion that a great 
deal of clap-trap was being talked about the 
manner in which business was transacted. She 
would say that the public boards of Ireland 
were as well able to do their business as the 
boards in any other country, and, therefore, 
there was no necessity why they should be 
scrapped. The Dublin Cit Council, of 
which she was a member, had been scrapped, 
and paid Commissioners put in; but what had 
the Commissioners done’ They were to do a 
great many things, but all that they got was a 
number of strikes. They had not been able 
to regulate the affairs of the city, and the 
only one concrete act they did was that when 
there was a strike they were able once again 
to turn the city sewage into the Liffey. 
(Laughter.) 

Mr. Boggan (Meath) supported the motion. 

The Chairman said that no one could deny 
that there was a pronounced and emphatic 
opinion that. such public bodies as district 
councils should not abolished. 

The motion that the section in the bill deal- 
ing with the abolition of distriet councils be 
deleted was passed nnanimously, and the new 
sub-section that “ each district council shall 
annually elect from amongst its members one 


delegate, etc., was adopted.

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REBUILDING. DELAYS 
DISCUSSED. 


CONFERENCE AT 
GOVERNMENT BUILDINGS. 


Last week a lengthy conference between 
representatives of the Institute of Architects 
of Ireland, the Master Builders, and Mr. KE, 
P. McCarron, representing the Minister for 
Local Government, was held at the Govern- 
ment Buildings, for the purpose of consider- 
ing the is deadlock in connection with 
the rebuilding oí Upper Sackville street. Mr. 
Seamus O'Murchada, Commissioner oí the 
Borough of Dublin, with representatives of 
the City Architect’s Department, were pre- 
sent. The deputation consisted of Messrs. G. 
P. Sheridan, president; J. J. Robinson, R. 
M. Butler and George Beckett, hon. secretary, 
representing the architects; and Messrs. 
Crampton, White and Clifton, with the hon. 
secretary, representing the builders. 

Mr. McCarron explained the object of the 
conference, which was to, if possible, assist 
the Minister and the Commissioner in as- 
certaining the real causes of the apparent re- 
Iuctance of the owners to rebuild. ‘It had 
been suggested that the cause of the delay 
was the demand of the city architect for cut 
stone frontages instead of brick and stone. 

_ The deputation stated that this was not so. 
A representative of the builders stated that 
the difference in cost between a plain cut 
stone front with stone cornice, etc., and one 
of brick with cut stone dressings, would be 
negligible. He put the difference at £200 for 
a 500-foot frontage, which would work out to 
£10 per foot lineal of frontage. 

Mr. McCarron said that this disposed of 
this alleged cause of delay. 

One of the deputation suggested that one 
reason for delay was the want of confidence 
on the part of the building owners that the 
compensation money would be forthcoming. 
Mr. McCarron stated that the money was 
available at any moment. 

Another member stated that one cause was 
the difference between the amount of the 
awards and the actual cost of building, and 
suggested that the grants should be increased. 
Mr. McCarron said that this would be im- 
possible. 

One ot the architects pointed out that there 
were. many other causes besides cost operating 
to delay progress, such as questions of light 
and air, party walls, internal light areas, ir- 
regular frontages, and over-lapping holdings, 
etc. 

It was also elicited that the majority of the 
present owners were not desirous of rebuild- 
ing, and many were trying to sell their in- 
terests, but had failed to do so. So far, only 


j one proposal to rebuild has been submitted 


to the City Architect. 

In the course of further discussion oné mem- 
ber of the deputation suggested that if cut 
stone was considered expensive, and some- 
thine. cheap was necessary, then why not 
build in brown stock bricks with stone dress- 
ings—which, from an artistic and traditional 
standpoint, would be excellent’ Another 
said if cheapness were desired, why not do 
the whole thing in stugco, an excellent 
material for city streets? It was agreed by 
the conference that, in treatment and design, 
general principles of co-ordination should be 
adhered to by the architects and owners. 
Mr. McCarron stated that the question of 
the acquisition of the area had been carefully 
considered and rejected, that there was no 
power to appoint a commission, but that it 
was a question for the Borough Commissioners 
to decide whether an Advisory Committee 
to act in consultation with the City Archi- 
tect should not be appointed. 

Mr. McCarron, speaking on behalf of the 
Ministry of Local Government, made it clear 
that any compensation to be awarded to the 
owners of destroyed premises was purely 
of an ex gratia nature, and indicated the pos- 
sibility of the Ministry of Finance entirely 
withholding the grants if the owners failed 
to make satisfactory progress within the 
period to be determined by the Ministry of 
Local Government in consultation with the 
City Commissioners. A period of six months 
was suggested. 
Mr. Commissioner O’Murchada agreed to 
consider the advisibility of inviting the 
Institute of Architects to nominate a small 
committee of its members to assist. the City 
Architect in an advisory capacity in dealing 
with questions which may arise concerning 
design, treatment, etc., with a view to facili- 
tate building owners in every possible way.

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| ELECTRICITY BUSINESS 


BOOMING. 


CHEAPENING THE SUPPLY. 


A substantial improvement in the general 
output and financial position of electricity 
concerns is recorded in the fourth annual re- 
port of the British Electricity Commissioners, 
covering the period from April, 1923, to last 
March. 

The report states that the general reduc- 
tion in the cost of generation and in the 
charges for electricity, which was a marked 
feature of the preceding year, was followed 
by further similar reductions in many parts 
of the country, with results beneficial all 
round. It is mentioned that while the pro- 
gress made in cheapening the supply of elec- 
tricity in many parts of Great Britain had 
been substantially aided by reductions in the 
cost of coal, plant, and other materials, it 
must not be overlooked that much also had 
been due to the efforts of those directly en- 
gaged in the technical and commercial de- 
velopment of the industry. The number of 
local authorities, companies, and persons in 
Great Britain holding statutory powers on 
March 3lst, 1924, relating to the supply of 
electricity was 560. 

The figures show a net addition, compared 
with those for the previous year, of sixteen 
to the number of authorised undertakers in 
the country. During the year ended March, 
1924, the grand total of units of electricity 
generated by 541 stations in Great Britain 
was 6,681,524.272. General supplies are 
available, or in process of establishment in 
areas in England and Wales, having a popu- 
lation of 28,000,000, or about 74 per cent. of 
the total population of the country. 

Representations were made to the Commis- 
sicners by the Incorporated Association of 
Electric Power Companies, drawing attention 
to the increasing number of wireless aerials 
that were being erected in connection with 
broadeasting, and suggesting that the users 
of such aerials should be placed under obliga- 
tion to erect them at a sufficient distance 
from the overhead lines of supply authorities 
to prevent the possibility of accidents due to 
contact between falling aerials and supply 
lines. The Postmaster-General has notified 
the Commissioners that ke has decided to in- { 
sert in all future wireless licences a condi-' 
tion to the effect that an aerial which crosses! 
above, or is liable to fall upon, or to be 
blown on any overhead power wire—including| 
electric lighting and tramway wires—muast be 
guarded to the reasonable satisfaction of the 
owner of the power wire concerned,

BRICK MANUFACTURERS’ 
DECISIONS. 


Mr. Wheatlev. British Minister of Health, 
in a speech at Glasgow, reviewed the housing 
situation, and referred to the proposal to re- 
gulate the prices of building materials. He 
said that one of the earliest parts of the 
business of the autumn session of Parliament 
would be to deal with another bill relating 
to housing, which he had already introduced. 
This was a bill to control the prices of build. 
ing material. Building materials were under 
the control to a large extent of very powerful 
organisations, and there was a fear, when 
the building started in a busy way, that 
there people might take advantage oi ' 
was: practically a mouopoly to put up prices. 
And so he had introduced and obtained the 
first reading of a bill which. enabled the 
Minister of Health, when he thought that 
prices had been unduly raised, to order an 
investigation, and, having made an investiga- 
tion and been satisfied that too high prices 
were being charged, he might then, under 
this Act, fix what the price of the materials 
for the future was to be, and if the mann- 
facturers or the combine turned round and 
said to the Minister of Health that they were 
not to produce the materials at these fixed 
prices, then the bill authorised the Minister 
of llealth to enter into possession of the 
worl:shops without paying compensation, and 
manage these workshops till the owners had 
been brought to heel. It was only fair to 
state that the brick manufacturers had agreed 
to accept as the basis of future prices the 
price prevailing’ .on January 1 this year, 
which was also the price prevailing from 
June, 1923, and if the other manufacturers of 
building material proved equally reasonable 
and wise, then the powers he was seeking in 
the new bill—which he hoped Parliament 
would give him—would be necessary only for 
dealing with exploiters who wanted to take 
advantage of the country’s necessities in 
order to improve the ample profits which he 
had no doubt they were making to-day out of 
their industry. He noticed that some news- 
papers had been taking cognisance of the fact 
that the new house-building Act had been on 
the Statute Book for nearly five weeks, and 
that still the houses had not been built. He 
could only say that if the local authorities 
and the builders and the operatives and the 
manufacturers, and, above all, the general 
public, would respond to the appeal he made 
to them to create for the erection of houses 
the.enthusiasm that was due to the object 
that, working on the foundation he had laid 
in the Act of 1924, they would, within a very 
few years from now, remove what one of his 
leading opponents in the House of Commons 
had described as “one of the greatest blots 
on modern civilisation.’ 


DEARER BRICKS AND LEAD. 


The last Inter-Departmental Committee on 
Prices of Building Materials contains a sur- 
vey for the months of July and August. Re- 
ferring to a schedule showing prices in Lon- 
don and the most important provincial centres, 
the Chairman of the Committee (Sir Halford 
Mackinder) states that in eight districts there 
has been an advance of 2s. 6d. to 5s. per 
1,000 in the price of common bricks, and that 
the price of lead has risen by £1 to £2 per 
ton. Otherwise there has been no general 
change in prices to which attention need be 
drawn. 
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HEAT WITHOUT SMOKE. 


The Executive of the Smoke Abatement 
Exhibition, which is to be held in Manchester 
between November 4 and November 15, has 
received many promises of support. 

The British Commercial Gas Association is 
organising a co-operative exhibit for under- 
takings and manufacturers, and thus, instead 
of a multiplicity of privately-owned stalls, 
the gas exhibit will be co-ordinated as at 
Wembley. The Manchester Corporation Gas 
Department are taking a large part in the 
arrangement of the display of gas uses and 
appliances. 

The electrical exhibit has been arranged bv 
the British Development Association, and will 
also be more or less on the Wembley plan. 
The Manchester department’s officials are to 
provide an electricity house, with a wash. 
house, bath, ted, sitting, and diningrooms, 
and lounge, and in addition three supple. 
mentary displays will show the machinery of 
industrial power, domestic cooking and heat- 
ing, and industrial cooking and _ heating. 
These are two of the main exhibits, but 
beside them thers are to be illustrations of 
all the appliances which heat without smoke. 

The industrial section alone provides ample 
scope for the illustration of various types of 
smokeless furnaces and the methods by which 
firing can be done comparatively without 
smoke, and domestic heating is to be treated 
in a Similar way. 
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INVENTION FOR PLASTERING. 


— 


London plasterers, dissatisfied with the 
settlement of the recent dispute, are demand- 
ing an increase in wages of 4d. per hour, and 
threatening a further sectional strike. 

Housing Betterment, the journal of the 
American National Housing Association, re- 
cords that an American architect has invented 
a machine with which one plasterer and six 
labourers can do the work of eight plasterers. 
It is stated that in a test a wall 222 feet long 
by 9 feet high, with frequent gables, was 
plastered with a coat three-eighths of an inch 
thick by one man in two and a half hours, 
and that the machine has been taken up by 
the Japanese Government for use in rebuild- 
ing operations, “The invention comes follow- 
ing the exorbitant demands of the plasterers, 
who are now earning twenty-five dollars a day 
and upwards, with all kinds of bonuses.’’ 
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MACHINE TOOL TRADE HIT 
BY GERMANY. 


Exhibitors at the Machine-Tool and En- 
guess Exhibition at Olympia, West 
ensington, expressed alarm at the growing 


German competition in the industry. Manu- 
facturers are faced by the fact that, in the 
first six months of 1924, the import of Ger-

RISING COSTS OF HOUSE 
BUILDING 


- 


LEADS TO A CRISIS. 


Mr. W. E. Whyte, Clerk to the Middle 


prepared the following memorandum on the 
position in regard to costs oí house-building, 
in connection with which the local authori- 
ties have recently had a conference with the 
Scottish Board oí Health :— 
It is et overstating the situation to say 
that a crisis has arisen in the building of 
houses for the working classes in Scotland. 
Recent tenders for the construction of houses 
of two and three apartments have disclosed 
prices so high that the Board of Health have 
refused to sanction their acceptance. The 
Board have issued a circular letter to local au- 
thorities, dated 29th August, stating that they 
‘*have had building costs under review, and 
fee] that concerted action should be taken to 
combat the rise in costs which, in their view, 
is not justified. In the spring of this year 
the Board were approving tenders for flats of 
three apartments costing slightly over £500 
fer each flat, even in country districts. For 
the same type in recent months the cost would 
appear in some cases to have increased by 
over 45 per cent.” 
The prices recently quoted for houses of two 
apartments are in the range of £380-£400, 
and for three apartments in the range of 
£430-£450. Adding the cost of public ser- 
vices, roads and fencing, the inclusive prices 
may be stated at £430 and £500, respectively. 
ow would such prices work out under the 
new subsidy and rent provisions of the Hous- 
ing Act, 1924? 
An economic rent on a £430 house would 
amount to £34 10s.; on a £500 house, £40. 
Deducting the State subsidy of £9, and the 
local authority subsidy há £4 10s. would 
leave a balance of £21 and £26 10s. respec- 
tively. With wages ranging from £2 to £5 
per week in the industrial districts, it 18 
obvious that such rentals, plus taxes, cannot 
be paid by the working classes. The action 
of the Board of Health, therefore, in refusing 
to sanction building at such prices is justi- 
fiable. But what is to be done? The matter 
cannot be left there. Houses are clamantly 
needed, and a positive rather than a negative 
policy must be pursued. 
A number of suggestions occur in such cir- 
cumstances, among these being the following : 
1. Alternative cheaper methods of house- 
building must be explored to the full. 
2. The most drastic steps possible must be 
taken to deal with any profiteering that is 
bringing about the present high prices. In 
this connection the sooner the Minister of 
Health's Bill te control excessive prices is 
passed, the better it will be for the country. 
5. A modification of our present methods of 
building. This would include modification of 
design and a standardisation of the houses 
to be built. Standardisation means economy ; 
mass production will inevitably result in a 
cheapening of the houses, and the cheapening 
can be further added to by a modification of 
our present technical methods and practices. 
Why, for example, cannot the slump sum 
house be introduced to a much larger extent 
than has hitherto obtained? It is understood 
that the Board of Health are busily engaged 
on standard types of plans, and this step will 
be warmly welcomed by the local authorities 
of Scotland. The delav and costliness which 
ensue where each local authority undertakes 
the planning of its own houses will be avoided 
under such a system. . . . here is a 
further consideration. The delay which the 
old system entailed in requiring a close surve 
of expenditure has, it is believed, affected con- 
tractors’ prices, as obviously, if contractors are 
to be kept out of their moneys for a long 
period, they mast reimburse themselves 
through the prices they quote for the erection 
of the houses. 


STYLE OF THE STEEL HOUSE. 
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The steel house which Lord Weir proposes 
to produce by mass production and a speci- 


rooms, a scullery and bathroom. The area is 
about 750 feet. The outer walls are made 
of steel plates, the roof of asbestos tiles, and 
the inner walls of sheets of asbestos, pannelled 
with steel. 

The cost of each house, according to Lord 
Weir, on mass uction is £300. But this 
figure does not include the cost of land, roads, 
footpaths, or fencing. The estimate to cover 
these incidentals is a house. Accordingly 
the total cost per house all in is £446, pro- 
vided there is mass production of 500. 

The Committe of Inquiry into New 

Methods, of which Sir Ernest Moir is chair- 
man, is to take the earliest opportunity of 
inquiring into the merits and demerits of the 
steel house. 
It is estimated that even with the subsidy 
of £15 10s. a year under the Wheatley Act, 
a rent of at least 10s. a week, exclusive of 
rates, will have to be charged, and this may 
be exceeded if the costs of maintenance, re- 
pairing, and painting prove to be high.

BRIDGE FOUNDATION 
DIFFICULTIES. 
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Considerable difficulty has been experienced 
in connection with the foundations of the 
new ferro-concrete bridge over the River Dee 
at aap ta aos ond the demolition of the old 
bridge having proceeding for some time.

CONCRETE ROAD 
FOUNDATIONS. 
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FORTY YEARS’ HEAVY WEAR. 


Queen Victoria street, London, has been in 
the road repairer's hands for some weeks. 
The pneumatic chisel is being used to break 
up the concrete foundations which have lasted 
for something like forty years without much 
attention. Queen Victoria street is not one of 
the old city highways, but was opened in 
sections between 1869 and 1871, and in about 
1886 the present concrete foundations were 
put in. 

When the road was relaid some 20 years 
ago the old concrete was not entirely broken 
up, but a top crust of fresh concrete was 
laid on the sound portions of the old road. 
Much of this has been left untouched by 
this repair, but as the wood blocks have 
been taken up the condition of the foundation 
has been tested. The pneumatic chisels are 
breaking up the defective stretches and 
driving through about 6in. of more or less 
disintegrated concrete to the solid earth. In 
all these places new concrete to a: depth of 
Yin. will be laid, and this should not require 
touching for a good many years. Modern 
road practice requires 12in. of concrete ip 
the foundation of a main thoroughfare, but 
much depends on the traffic the road is carry- 
ing. ) 
The worst patches of concrete so far seen 
to have been near the St. Paul's Station end, 
but it must be remembered that the concrete 
in many parts of the roadway must have been 
disturbed through the opening up of the road 
from time to time‘ by public companies. 
These trenches tend to unsettle a road, and 
concrete is often put in to a much greater 
thickness than the original layer, in order 
to make up for any weakening caused by dis- 
turbing the earth underneath. 
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HIGHLAND ROAD SCHEME TO 
COST £43,500. 


The proposed reconstruction of the old 
Highland road from Upper Dee and Don to 
Spey from Cock Bridge over the mountainous 
district of the Lecht is having the considera- 
tion at present of Aberdeenshire, Banffshire, 
and other county Authorities interested, but 
the scheme has for the moment received a 
decided check by a decision arrived at re- 
cently by the Upper Banffshire District Com- 
mittee, in whose area the worst part of the 
road lies, including two portions which are 
spoken of as inrpassable in present conditions. 
The decision of the Committee, reached by a 
majority, was against defraying any part of 
the cost of a scheme of reconstruction from 
road funds raised by local assessment. 

The Road Board of Banffshire met at 
Banff to consider .a suggestion from 
the Aberdeenshire County Council that a con- 
ference of representatives of the Authorities 
interested be held at Aberdeen to consider 
action on the proposed scheme. Alternative 
proposals were put forward, estimates of the 
cost of which had been prepared by Mr. Cur- 
tis Gray, of the Road Department, Ministry 
of Transport, Edinburgh, after examination 
of the area and consultation with district road 
surveyors, one for the reconstruction of the 
existing road from Cock Bridge as far as the 
Bridge of Brown, on the road between Tomin- 
toul and Grantown-on-Sppy, at a cost of 
£17,000, the other for ti€king the road by 
a new route. following approximately the line 
of the Allt-Tuileach, by Inchmore to Inch- 
rory and the eastern margin of the River 
Aven by Torbain and Birchfield to Tomintoul, 
as suggested by the Rural Transport (Scot- 
land) Committee in 1919, the cost of this 
scheme being estimated at £43,500. 

By a majority it was decided not to pay 
any proportion of the proposed scheme, but 
that the Ministry be asked to pay it all. 
This decision, reported Jo Saturday’s meeting 
of the county Road Authority, practically 
nullified its purpose, and it was decided, in 
view of the attitude taken up by the district 
body, to take no part in the suggested con- 
ference. 

The road has been frequently described as 
having been made by General Wade, but it 
was not so. That pioneer of the road system 
in the Highlands died in 1748, and at the 
Well of the Lecht there is a tablet bearing 
the inscription, “A.D. 1754. Five com- 
pay of the 33rd Regiment, Right Hon. 
ord Charles Hay, Colonel, made the road 
from here to the Spey.’’

Germany and the League. . 


According to the latést reports from 
Berlin, the German Government has 
decided at last to apply for membership 
of the League of Nations. The matter has 


been under consideration for several 
months, and strong opposition has been 
experienced by Dr. Marx and Herr 
Stresemann, who recognise that the time 
has come when Germany must choose 
between membership of the League and 
isolation. The Nationalists insisted that 
before there could be any question of Ger- 
many's acceptance of the Covenant the 
question of responsibility for the war 
must be settled definitely ; in other words, 
Germany must be absolved from the sole 
guilt. Furthermore, they declared that 
Germany must be allotted in advance a 
permanent seat on the League's Council— 
that, in short, she must be placed on an 
identical footing with Britain and France. 
Lord d’Abernon, the British Ambassador 


in Berlin,. however, has been very active 


duting recent weeks, and now, apparently, 
he has been able to persuade the Germans 
to apply for membership first and to begin 
to argue about conditions afterwards. The 
other members of the League are quite 
willing now to receive Germany into their 
number, although France is very dubious 
in reyard to the wisdom of granting her 
a permanent seat on the Council. If this 
privilege—which is enjoyed at present 
only by Britain, France, Italy and Japan 
—is extended to Germany, assert the 
French, it must be extended also to 
the Poles; and as none of the other 
Powers is anxious to give Poland addi- 
tional authority in Europe, the question oí 
a permanent seat on the .ouncil is likely 
to cause some difficulty. The objections 
of France to Germany’s membership, how- 
ever, hardly will prove to be very serious. 
M. : Herriot, like most other sensible 
Europeans, realises that the League of 
Nations never can become a real force in 
world affairs until it includes all the chief 
Powers in Christendom, and that without 
Germany it cannot hope to persuade the 
United States to enter its councils. 

From every point of view Germany's 
entry into the League is desirable. She 
has just undertaken to fulfil the terms of 
the Dawes Report, which lays a really 
heavy burden upon her resources. As a 
virtual outlaw, she would be in a position 
tc break her engagements almost with 
impunity, whereas, in her capacity as a 
member of the League of Nations, she will 
have a very strong incentive to do her 
best. Responsibility is good for a nation 
as well as for an individual, and, once 
the moral ban has been taken off Ger- 
many—once she has been accepted as an 
equal among equals at Geneva—there is 
littie doubt that her sense of national 
dignity will stimulate her to honour her 
bond to the uttermost letter. If she fails 
to keep her word, she will be disgraced ; 
anc the very fact that her statesmen are 
applying for membership indicates that 
she is determined to rehabilitate herself 
in thé eyes of mankind. Europe gradu- 
ally is returning to normal conditions. 
Slowly, but surely, the passions of the 
war years are fading into oblivion; and 
after a period of almost unparalleled 
suffering men and women are beginning to 
lift their heads once more towards the 
dawning of peace. History will appraise 
the part that has been played by the 
British Government in the consummation 
of this great change. Ever since the 
Armistice its influence has been used on 
the side of conciliation, and no one man 
has done more to bring about a better 
spirit in Europe than Mr. Ramsay Mac- 
donald. He has devoted all his powers to 
the achievement of international good-feel- 
ing; and at. last his reward seems to be 
almost in sight. Of course, everything 
depends now on Germany’s sincerity. If 
she really sets to work to pull her weignt 
in the boat, and to co-operate honestly 
with her fellow-members of the League, 
she will justify the confidence which is 
being placed in her. If, on the other 


hand, she should try to take advantage of 
her position on the League to make 
mischief in Europe, all Mr. Macdonald's 
work would have been in vain. 


The Swiss Army. 


Not all the little nations share Den- 


mark’s comfortable assurance of security. 
While the Danes talk of disarmament, the 
Swiss are reorganising and strengthening 
their army. A correspondent of The Times, 
writing from Geneva, tells us that the 
annual Swiss manceuvres, which are now 
being held, are larger and more elaborate 
than at any time since the war. Special 
attention is being paid to infantry move 
ments under aerial observation and to the 
use of motor transport. Technical units 
have been formed and a larger equipment 
of heavy cannon and machine-guns has 
been added to the armaments of the 300,000 
men whom Switzerland, out of its popula- 
tion of less than four millions, can put 
into the field. After the desolating 
religious wars of the sixteenth and 
seventeenth centuries the Swiss cantons 
declared their perpetual neutrality. The 
Congress of Vienna and, later, the League 
of Nations undertook that Swiss neutrality 
should be an international obligation. 
Switzerland pledged herself to resist 
invasion by any foreign force, and the 
Powers bound themselves to come to her 
assistance if her independence should be 
threatened by any enemy.” During” the 
C eat War. Swiss neutrality was respected 
by .all the belligerents, and the little 
Republic, round which the monstrous 
conflict raged, came scathless through the |. 
‘storm. Not merely did Switzerland escape 
embroilment, but she remained, as it were, 
‘a bridge between. the warring groups. 
Under the Red Cross broken men, released 
prisoners, passed through Switzerland, 
from the lands of their captivity to their 
homes ; and thus, in the heart of Europe, 
there was still a link between what re- 
mained of humane elements in theangered 
nations. Europe thinks of Switzerland as

Four Years of “ Broadcasting.” 


The ‘‘ wireless ” exhibition, which will 
be opened at South Kensington on Satur- 
day, reminds us that “ broadcasting ' as 
a popular entertainment, is now four 
years of age. This invention—in its more 
utilitarian aspect—has been of incalcul- 
able service to the human race, breaking 
down the distances which have stood 
between scattered friends and bringing 
the recesses of the wilderness into con- 
tinual contact with the centres of civilisa- 
tion. Settlers on the shores of Hudson 
Bay, in places reached by the mails only 
once, perhaps, in six months, have in- 
stalled receiving sets, and are now as 
closely in touch with the world’s news as 
if they lived in a city: The advances of 
modern invention are not all of equally 
indisputable benefit to mankind. Many, 
indeed, of the contrivances which would be 
sc amazing to. an older generation are 
less to be regarded as conveniences than 
as necessities. Our grandfathers could not 
travel ten miles in a horseless car between 
their homes and their places of business; 
but they. had no occasion to live so far 
afield. Congestion has compelled speed, 
and what we have gained in time we have 
lost in space. The cinematograph, for all 
its educational possibilities, has tended to 
injure the nobler art of the drama. In- 
ventions which increase the quantity of 
such a commodity as art tend to debase 
the quality. ‘‘ Broadcasting ’’ has become 
all but a necessity of modern life as well 
as an amusement; yet, after four years of 
growth, in which “' radio ” stations have 
been set up on the Chinese Wall and 
‘“ listeners-in’’ have been amused and in- 
structed in the uttermost wilds of frozen 
Labrador, theré is no “' broadcasting ”’ 
station in the Irish Free State.

MR. GREENE’S SPEECH: THE

‘Tf they use force to you, I say ‘ strike,’ 
and I will add to that by saying that ‘ he 
who hits first hits last.’ ’*. This was the 
advice tendered by Mr. Crawford Greene, a 
British Conservative M.P., to Northern Ire- 
land, at a meeting of loyalists at Enniskillen 
last Tuesday. 

Mr. Greene’s speech was yesterday the sub- 
ject of much comment in Free State political 
circles, and it is not improbable, I under- 
stand, that a remonstrance will be addressed 
by Mr. Cosgrave’s administration to tne 
British Premier or the Speaker of the House 
of Commons. 

The rumour has been current within tne 
last few days that the Dail may be sum- 
moned to re-assemble before the 21st October. 
There is no question, however, of a depa ‘ture 
from the original arrangement, I was 
definitely informed yesterday. If the Boun- 
dary Bill, which comes before the Imperial 
Parliament at the end of this month, is 
passed without alteration, there will be no 
necessity for the Dail to assemble earlier 
than the 2lst prox. The bill is not likely to 
encounter much opposiiton in the Free State 
Chamber. 

It is probable that the only critics of the 
measure will be the members of the Labour 
Party, but the opposition from that side of 
the House will not be calculated to delay the 
passage of the bill. The Government expects 
that the bill will pass through all its stages 
within a couple of days.

THE DEAN OF ST. ALBANS. 


The death occurred early yesterday morn- 
os T- the Very Rev. George Wilfrid Blenkin, 
D.D., Dean of St Albans. and Rector of 
St. Albans Abbey, following an operation 
on Tuesday. Dean Blenkin was a Scholar of 
Trinity College, Cambridge, and had a dis- 
tinguished academical record. He was 
ordained in 1886, and became Chaplain of 
Emmanuel College. In 1891 he was appointed 
Chaplain of Trinity College, and Fellow and 
Junior Dean in 1899. He relinquished these 
appointments. in 1906 to become vicar of 
Brading, Isle of Wight. He was made Rural 
Dean of East Wight in 1908, Prebendary of 
Welton Beckhall in Lincoln Cathedral in 
1903, vicar of Hitchin in 1913, and Dean and 
Rector of St. Albans in 1914.

NEVILLE CHAMBERLAIN 
ON THE 1920 PLEDGE, 
Addressing a meeting of. hig constituents 
in the Ladywood Division of Birmingham last 
night, Mr. Neville Chamberlain, traced the 
history of the present Irish difficulty. He re- 
called that when the question of setting up a 
Boundary Commission was being discussed in 
Parliament, Ulster men and people familiar 
with the feeling there expressed concern as to 
whether under its powers large tracts of 
territory might be A ce from. them. 

They were assured by those who signed the 
Treaty that there was no ground for uneasi- 
ness: that this was adt the intention of the 
Treaty, and that all was intended was that 
small pockets on one side or the other might 
be restored to the territory te which they 
naturally belonged. 

He did not believe that the House of Com- 
mons would have accepted the Treaty if any 
vther interpretation had been put upon it. 
The present Government, who had nothing to 
do with the Treaty, did not desire, he 
honestly believed, to take sides. They took 
the view that they must do what the Southern 
Irelanders wanted and bring in a bill enabliug 
the British Government to appomt a Com- 
missioner. It was perfectly clear that if a Com- 
mission were set up in existing circumstances, 
end made a report which Ulster could not 
accept, the Boundary question would not be 
settled any more than it was to-day. 

The Ulster people were a very loyal people, 
ut they were a very determined and tenacious 
people, and they had made up their minds 
that they would not allow large tracts of 
territory to be taken from them, 

“ What exactly: will be the line of action 
taken by our party I cannot yet tell you,” 
Mr. Chamberlain continued. ‘It may be that 
according to the Rules of Order the Govern- 
ment Bill is so drawn that we cannot amen: 
it; but I say that the Unionist Party—and 
we are till the Unionist Party—will not see 
Ulster wronged in this matter. We will not 
take any responsibility for any measure which 
alters the Act of 1920 in a sense which is 
favourable. to only one side. , 

“We are anxious that any pledges that

SIR JOHN GRIFFITH'S 
STATEMENT.

Members of the Electricity Supply 
Association of Ireland, assembled in 
Dublin for thei. annual conference, yes- 
terday went by motor cars on a journey 
which enabled them to obtain, by inspec- 
tion of the eites of proposed works, an 
idea of the engineering aspect of the Liffey 
hydro-electric schemes. 


—— 


RAINFALL RECORDS. 


LARGE AREA TO BE 
SUBMERGED. 


The first stage of the journey was by Bless- 
ington to Burgage Bridge, which is below the 
confluence of the King’s River with the Liffey. 
Here the party saw the clock-recording guage, 
which has been erected and maintained under 
the supervision’ of Professor Purcell, of Uni- 
versity College, Dublin. The lesson of the 
records obtained there in the past few years 
is that the flood-water of the upper streams 1s 
carried away very rapidly. After heavy rain- 
fall the height.of the river at Burgage Bridge 
is increased rapidly by many feet, but within 
a few hours of cessation of rainfall the river 
falls again to af normal level. The records, 
combined with the results of other observa- 
tions, give pr that the water-power avail. 
able from the upper reaches is. greatly in 
excess of estimates which were based con- 
servativély on more crudely recorded former 
observations of rainfall and flood. 

In all the Liffey hydro-electric projects there 
is general agreement as to the area which will 
be flooded as a consequence of the works de- 
vised to dam the stream and form a reservoir 
in order to conserve and control the power 
now fitful and wasted. The upper waters of 
the Liffey and its early tributaries are confined 
at Poulaphouca to a narrow channel through 
the gorge At that gorge is the obvious place 
for a dam. When the dam is constructed, the 
upper valleys of the Liffey and the King’s 
River will be flooded, and great lake-reservoirs 
will be formed, submerging several square 
miles of country. Sir John Griffith mentioned 
5,000 acres as the area to be submerged. 
Burgage Bridge itself will then be many feet 
below the surface of the waters. 

From Burgage Bridge the party went on to 
a int from which the extent of country 
to be submerged by the flooding of the King’s 
River could be viewed. From the slopes of 
Baltiboy’s Hill, on one side, the lake will 
extend to a level on the other side a little 
below the village of Ballyknockin, the home 
of the workers in the celebrated County 
Wicklow granite quarries. The ground at 
pá visible between these two points is 
argely bogland. The inhabitants to be dis- 
possessed of their homes would be few, and 
the area of cultivated ground to be covered 
by water would be comparatively small. 

From Baltiboy’s Hill the party cut across- 
country to join the Liffey again at Poula- 
phouca, below the sites already seen. After 
the recent rainfall, there was a fine head of 
water at the famous Poulaphouca waterfall, 
and, leaving aside engineering questions for 
the moment, the visitors enjoved = an 
exceptionally beautiful view of that 
picturesque spot. 


THE LUNCHEON, 


At Poulaphouca the party was entertained 
to luncheon by Senator Sir John Purser 
Griffith, who, as a member of the Committee 
on Water-Power Resources, whose report led 
to practical consideration of Liffey hvydro- 
electric projects, and as a leading promoter 
of one of the principal schemes now before 
the public, was afterwards heard with 
attention when he explained the various 
ey eae He admitted that, as an engineer. 
ae had been attracted by the idea of a sincle 
power-converting station... After-study of the 
commercial considerations. however. he now 
favours a three-station scheme. This matter 
was also explained at the yarious sites by 
Mr. A. Delap, who is the consulting engineer 
in connection with Sir John Griffith's scheme. 
known as the Dublin electricity supply 
scheme. [n their plans provision is made for 
a first station below the dam at Poulaphouca, 
a second station below the Golden Falls, near 
Ballymore-Eustace, and a third station at the 
Salmon Leap, near Leixlip. One advantage 
of this plan is that part of the capital ex- 
penditure involved in the complete scheme 
would only be laid out as the demand for 
electric current increased. Again, at flood 
seasons only the lowest station need be used, 
and the higher stations would come into play 
when the conserved resources were required. 
On the return journey to Dublin the party 
came by the sites proposed for the two lower 
stations, where, of coure, the force of the 
water-flow could be utilised again in turn 
after its tapping at the Poulaphouca station. 
In the Dublin Corporation plans, worked 
out by the City Electrical Engineer, Mr. 
Kettle, after the report of the Swiss engineer 
who was engaged by the Corporation to report 
on the Liffey water-power resources, two 
stations are-projected—one at Poulaphouca 
and the other at the Salmon Leap. The third 
scheme, which is still alive, embraces the pro- 
posal of a pipe-line conveying the water- 
current across from Poulaphouca to an outfall, 
where a single station would be erected, 
below the Golden Falls. The Corporation 
estimate is for a generation of 19,000 k.w.— 
12,000 k.w. at Poulaphouca and 7,000 k.w. 
at. Leixlip. 

The more important engineering elements 
in the schemes would be the erection of 
stations with turbine plant and transmission 
arrangements, the building of the dam at 
Poulaphouca, and some consequential works 
made necessary by the flooding of the upper 
valleys. Under the latter bead an instance 
visible yesterday was a new route of com- 
munication from the Ballyknockin side of the 
ing s «iver valley, the present direct road 
being across the area of submersion. 

In the morning some heavy showers were 
encountered. These tended to enhance the 
visual demonstration of the force of the flow 
of water in the upper catchment of the Liffey. 
Otherwise the day was fine, and the party, 
besides taking interest in the unfolding of the 
hydro-electric projects on the sites of the pro- 
posed works, enjoyed a delightful trip ogre o

FAMILY IN COURT. 


PARIS, Wednesday. 

This afternoon a man named Joseph Henry, 
described as chief warder of the Mauritius 
Prisons, his wife, and his four boys, aged 
from nine to fourteen years, appeared in the 
Paris Court, charged with being caught in 
the act of shop-lifting in the great Paris 
stores.

£62,000 FOR SEAMEN. 
MUNIFICENT GIFT TO KING 

GEORGE’S FUND. 

The Duke of Connaught, as Chairman of 
King George's Fund for Sailors, has received 
the sum of £60,000 under a deed of trust, and 
£2,000 as a special gift to the fund. This 
munificent sum has been transferred to the 
fund by Mrs. M. M. C. Wills, Mr, W. St. 
J. F. Miles, and the Public Trustee, who are 
the trustees of the estate of the late Mr. 
Henry Herbert Wills, and forms a proport) n 
of the ten shares of his estate which Mr. 
Wills bequeathed for the benefit of seamen of 
the Mercantile Marine. 

The capital sum of £60,000 will be trans- 
ferred to the Official Trustees of Charituble 
Funds, the trustees of King George’s Fund 
for Sailors, as a special trust to be called 
the ‘‘Henry Herbert Wills Trust,” and the 
income will be distributed by the General 
Council of the Fund in collaboration with Mrs. 
Wills, amongst marine charities working 
on behalf of seamen of the merchant service. 
The remaining £2,000 is an absolute gift 
to the fund without any conditions, save that 
it be employed for the purposes of the 
mercantile marine only as the Council shall 
think fit. The income will be divided by the 
Fund amongst mercantile marine institutions 
and funds, not amongst individuals, and it 
will necessarily be some months before there 
is any accumulation of interest on the capital 
and before any distribution can take place.

PUNISHING AN AGGRESSOR

The First and Third Committees of the 


League occupied the whole of this afternoon 
in discussions on the Articles of the Dis- 
armament Protocol. The Third Committee 
spent the entire sitting discussing the word- 
ing of Article 12 of the draft protocol deal- 
ing with aggression. Two amendments, 
which were proposed by the Danish and 
Belgian delegates, respectively, were com- 
bated by Mr. Henderson in a ween speech, 
which was much applauded. Mr. Henderson 
dcslared—‘‘ We British have joined hands 
with the French to punish the aggressor, 
\. have thus assumed great responsibility 
in regard to sanctions, which must be effec- 
tive in putting down the aggressor.” He 
said that the protocol was so important that 
any change in the presen: text should be 
referred to.the Drafting Committee. 

Finally, the Committee agreed to a new 
text proposed by Mr. Henderson, and the 
first part now reads as follows :—'' As soon as 
the Council has called upon the contracting 
parties to apply sanctions against an 
aggressor, the obligations of the contracting 
Powers in regard to sanctions of all kinds 
mentioned in Article 16 of the Covenant imme- 
diately becomes operative.’’ This replaces the 
original draft, which ran as follows:—‘* As 
soon as a declaration of aggression has been 
made, and the outlawry of the aggressor been 
effected by this declaration, the obligations of 
the contracting Powers,’’ etc., as above. 

Sir James Allen, New Zealand, moved that 
the obligations should be moral, not legal, 
otherwise there would be. difficulty in obtain- 
ing the approval of the New Zealand Parlia- 
went, 

M. de Jouvenel, France, made a strong 
point by affirming that the French thesis was 
admirably well expressed by Mr. Henderson, 
which remark produced an impression, and 
gave rise to some laughter. 

The discussions will be resumed to-morrow. 


OPERATIONS IN MOROCCO.

OBSTACLES AT GENEVA.

The Timea in a leading article upon the 
matters which have engaged the attention of 
this year's Assembly of the League of 
Nations, now nearing its end, observes :—UO! 
much greater importance than the exact date 
of the admission of Germany to the League 18 
the plan for universal peace, which has not 
yet been finally released from the Committees 
and Sub-Commissions at Geneva. Frankly, 
we do not quite understand what is going on, 
and we are reproached for not understanding 
and for expressing certain apprehensions as to 
the possible bearings of this scheme. It must 
be said at once that the anxiety felt in this 
country is certainly not due to any hostility 
to the League or to any reluctance to engage 
in a practical effort to establish peace. It is 
an axiom that the British Empire, which in 
itself represents a successful effort to estab- 
lish peace over a wide area of the world, has 
no greater desire than to see peace firmly 
established among all the nations. The chief 
British interest is peace, and the principal 
motive of the British peoples in entering the 
war ten years ago was to make peace secure 
and to vindicate the authority of international 


aw. 

The defect o: the League scheme, from the 
Brit:ch point of view, is that while it will 
not necessarily solve that very difficult 
uestion of the frontier ‘etween France and 
jermany, it may cause fresh difficulties with 
the Dominions and provoke unnecessary 
antagonism ih America. Why this round- 
abou: way, sc ful. of verils? Why not ‘ace 
directly the specific and local problem of 
security in Western Europe? As for the 
proposed disarmamert conference, is it really 
probable that the United States will take. 
part? President Coolidge himself offered to 
call such a conference, but are there not 
serious difficulties in the way of America 
joining in any such enterprise under the 
auspices of the League’? The League scheme 
appears to be an attempt to escape from 
immediate realities—from one very difficult 
local problem in the heart of Europe. It it 
were taken too seriously, 't would certainly 
lead to fresh disappointments, to new friction, 
and would multiply the very dangers it is 
framed to prevent. Let us rest for a little 
while on the excellent Dawes scheme. ‘There 
is stii. time to consider earnestly and prac- 
tically the limited and definite problem of

THE FUNCTIONS OF THE 
eee COMMISSION, 

The Times Parliamentary Correspondent, 
referring to the Unionist line of action with 
regard to the Irish Biil, says:—It has not 
vet been decided whether a reasoned amend- 
ment for the rejection of the bill on the 
second reauing shall be submitted, but it is 
expected that attention will be concentrated 
in the main on the passibility of defining 
the functions of the Boundary Commission. 
It is recognised that the form in which the 
bill has been drawn up “ to confirm a cer- 
tain agreement supplementing Articie 12” 
of the Treaty makes it a very difficult matter 
to move any eflective amendment in the 
House of Commons. An amendment varying 
the agreement by instructiag the Commission 
as to the extent of its functions would pro- 
bably be ruled out of order, and it is generally 
anticipated that the bill will pass through 
the House of Commons without alteration. 

In the Heuse of Lords, of course, the posi- 
tion is very different. A number of Unionist } 
Peers are anxious to move such an anenl 
ment, and it would be sure of receiving a 
considerabie amount of support. lf 
such an amendment should be carried, it 
would be necessary to widen the title of the 
bill. The power of the House of Lords to 
carry an amendment which involves altering 
the title of a bill was confirmed during the 
passing of the Corn Production Act of 1921. 

Though the rumour that Sir James Craig 
is likely to be invited to meet the Prime
